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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . While applicant has amended the Cross Reference to Related Applications 
section of the specification to include serial numbers rather than docket numbers, the 
remainder of the specification should be similarly amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 9-12 and 35-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The written description fails to 
explain how to detemiine the useful lifetime of the first solution, as required by 
independent claims 9 and 45. No criterion for assessing whether or not the solution is 
useful is disclosed. No information relating time to the nature of the solution is 
discussed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection.
